The connection between loose 


uncontrolled dogs and dog bites is obvious. I encourage anyone who 


sees a loose dog without the owner to call Animal Control 


Outdoor pets coming home with wounds of unspecified origin 
continues to be reported. Any domestic animal returning home with 


a wound needs to be quarantined and watched as there is a 
possibility of rabies infection. 


Pet safety classes continue at the Monterey school in an effort to 


teach our children how to be safe around pets.

BERKSHIRE VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 
MONTEREY 
FY2009 ANNUAL REPORT 


As part of the Berkshire Health System network, Berkshire Visiting Nurse 
Association provides comprehensive, multidisciplinary healthcare to individuals and 
families in the community. Community public health services are Disease 
Surveillance and Investigation, Active TB Disease Management, Disease 
Screening and Immunizations, Disease Prevention, Health Promotion and 
Pandemic Planning. A description of services follows: 


Disease surveillance and investigation of reportable and communicable diseases 
involves the receipt and processing of reports for specific diseases and 
implementation of appropriate follow-up measures. This is accomplished with the 
use of MAVEN. The Massachusetts Virtual Epidemiologic Network known as 
MAVEN is part of the Electronic Disease Surveillance System. There were 22 
diseases investigated. The diseases were hepatitis C, Legionellosis and Lyme 
disease. 


Active TB disease management is following all cases of active disease in 
accordance with MDPH requirements and MA regulations. This includes contact 
investigation, skin testing, multiple months of case management and direct 
observation therapy. There were no cases of active TB. 


Disease screening and immunizations for individual and community disease 
prevention are provided as necessary. An established distribution station is 
maintained in accordance with MDPH requirements for the management of state 
supplied vaccine. A town clinic for seasonal influenza and pneumococcal vaccine is 
offered to persons meeting the criteria. Opportunity for those who are unable to 
come to the town clinic is made available at subsequent health promotion clinics. A 
total of 68 seasonal influenza shots were administered. No pneumococcal shots were 
given. 


Health promotion provides accessible monitoring of health risks to the community. 
Also provided are health education, health promotion and screening in accordance 
with acceptable standards of care. A health promotion clinic is held regularly at the 
Monterey town offices. There were 13 visits made to this clinic. Blood sugar 
testing is offered regularly to those with diabetes and annually for all clinic 
participants.

The Board of Health Coordinator, Cindy Croce, RN, collaborates with the Council on 
Aging to provide coordination of services for residents. As a member of the 
community health care continuum of Berkshire Health Systems, collaboration with 
and referrals to other health care professionals are readily made.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


In fiscal year 2009 the most time demanding issue for the Board of Health 
continues to be the review of Title 5 issues and well permits. 


The Board continues to work with private residents and the highway 
department in regard to issuing emergency permits for beaver trapping. 


The Board of Health, conjunction with other local Boards of Health and 
Public Health Officials, has worked to establish emergency vaccination 
programs for the Southern Berkshire area. The Board of Health has also 
worked to create a HIN1 vaccination program in Monterey. This year the 
Board has spent a great deal of time with other town boards and emergency 
managers establishing standard operating procedures for emergency 
management. Volunteers are greatly needed to help operate the emergency 
dispensing site and/or to serve in the medical reserve corp. No prior training 
is needed. 


The Board continues to oversee the activities of the appointed animal control 
officer and the animal inspector. 


The Board of Health inspects seven different food operations and continues to 
- conduct compliance checks of tobacco sales to minors. Tobacco sales to 


minors continue to decrease since the new regulations were adopted in 2007.

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BROADBAND COMMITTEE REPORT 


MONTEREY BROADBAND COMMITTEE REPORT 


July 2008 to July 2009 was the busiest year to date on the issue of rural broadband 
inequity, on regional, state and national levels. 


Locally, in June of 2008, representatives from broadband committees from the 
various unserved and underserved Southern Berkshire towns began to meet 
informally to share information. The group quickly realized how our effectiveness in 
seeking information; working with legislators, the State and potential providers; and 
meeting the ultimate goal of ubiquitous rural broadband would be greatly enhanced, 
streamlined and expedited if we worked together. 


At the beginning of August, 2008, The Southern Berkshire Technology Committee 
(SBTC) was officially formed, consisting of a consortium of 11 Southern Berkshire 
towns. The SBTC has been officially endorsed by the Select Boards of Great 
Barrington, Alford, Egremont, Monterey, Mt. Washington, New Marlborough, Otis, 
Sandisfield, Sheffield, and Tyringham. The members of the Committee represent a 
cross-section of our communities: technology experts, professionals, educators, small 
business owners, retirees, families and concerned citizens. 


The SBTC’s mission is to expedite the deployment of modern broadband 
infrastructure to local rural communities. The SBTC believes that broadband access 
is an absolute requirement for economic development, education, communications, 
health and safety, and quality of life in our towns — and that its deployment is the 
contemporary equivalent of rural electrification and telephone initiatives of the past. 


A ratified agreement between all of the towns, forming the SBTC, was presented to 
Governor Patrick in Great Barrington on August 4'" 2008. The letter outlined the 
importance of broadband access to the long-term vitality of the region and also 
voiced the SBTC’s intent to play an important and constructive role working with the 
Massachusetts Broadband Institute and other parties to develop a technologically 
robust plan for bringing broadband to the Commonwealth’s under-served towns with 


all due speed. 
In 2008/2009, in addition to regular meetings, the SBTC undertook the following: 
e Held informational meetings in each of the 11 member towns to conduct 


regular business, and also to inform townspeople of the SBTC’s work, and 
respond to questions 
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Published an editorial in The Berkshire Eagle to clarify information for 
readers, in response to PR from Verizon 


Maintained regular communications with representatives from the MBI to 
emphasize the importance of enabling broadband for all citizens of the 
Berkshires; forward our nominee for the MBI board; discuss appropriate 
future-proof technologies and routing that best meet the needs of towns and 
citizens; and offer our resources to support the MBI in achieving the rollout 
of broadband infrastructure in the towns represented by the SBTC. 


Applied for and received a grant from The Berkshire Regional Planning 
Commission to The Southern Berkshire Technology Committee (SBTC) and 
the Berkshire Regional Planning Commission (BRPC) — have teamed up to 
expedite the build-out of high-bandwidth broadband internet to South 
Berkshire communities who have partial or no access. In late January, the 
SBTC’s application to the BRPC was granted for District Local Technical 
Assistance support, which will help the Committee’s planning efforts for 
fiber-optic-based broadband service within the SBTC’s 11 member towns. 
What the support entails is the generation of a planning maps; assistance 
with negotiations with providers in the 11 member towns; and assessment of 
regulatory impediments to broadband expansion. Before fiber can be hung on 
the poles, there is significant engineering and negotiation that has to happen, 
and the support from the BRPC leverages their resources and expertise to 
solve issues which could otherwise be costly and time consuming. 


Established a web site and Facebook presence to raise awareness, educate 
people about the importance of broadband and the work done by the SBTC, 
and provide a forum for questions and feedback. 


Solicited stories from local residents and businesspeople of how the lack of 
internet access affected them and how high-speed access could enhance their 
lives. 


Maintained communications with member town Select Boards and citizens. 


In addition, the Monterey Broadband Committee maintained their own email, which 
was monitored and responded to questions as necessary, and additional updates were 
printed in the Monterey News. 


At the State level, in August of 2008, In 2008, a broadband bill was passed by the 
Massachusetts Legislature, and signed by Governor Patrick. This bill designates up 
‘ to $40 million for investment in broadband infrastructure in the Commonwealth to 
_ support deployment of affordable broadband and ubiquitous access to unserved

citizens. The Commonwealth formed the Massachusetts Broadband Institute to 
oversee the administration of the funds, and buildout of broadband infrastructure. 
The SBTC has pledgee to work with the State and local towns on permitting, zoning, 
and other necessary approvals to ensure the rapid and comprehensive deployment of 
modern, fiber-based broadband to local homes and businesses. 
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This past winter, following the economic fallout of the American economy, the 
American Recovery and Reinvestment Act of 2009 (ARRA) was signed into law by 
President Obama on February 17th, 2009. The FCC is currently working in 
coordination with the National Telecommunications and Information Administration 
(NTIA) to perform the FCC’s role under the Recovery Act. Specifically, in 
conjunction with the Broadband Technology Opportunities Program established by 
the Act, the FCC has been tasked with creating a National Broadband Plan by 
February 17, 2010. The plan is expected to address broadband 

deployment, adoption, affordability, and the use of broadband to advance solutions to 
national priorities, including health care, education, energy, public safety, job 
creation, investment, and others. The plan will provide concrete recommendations on 
how to successfully deliver on the infrastructure challenge of our time: provision and 
adoption of universal broadband. 


The Recovery Act states that the National Broadband Plan shall seek to ensure all 
people of the United States have access to broadband capability and shall establish 
benchmarks for meeting that goal. To facilitate meeting that goal, $7.4 Billion was 
set aside in the Recovery Act to go towards broadband, potentially through three 
rounds of applications beginning in August and going into spring of 2010. The 
Broadband Initiatives funded in the Act are intended to accelerate broadband 
deployment in unserved, underserved, and rural areas and to strategic institutions that 
are likely to create jobs or provide significant public benefits. The SBTC is exploring 
ways to leverage these funds to ensure the Southern Berkshires takes advantage of 


opportunities that help us in achieving our goal of 21* century broadband to all the 
citizens of our 11 towns.

Monterey Cemetery Commission 
FY 2009 Report 


The Cemetery Commission is responsible for oversight of Monterey’s five 
cemeteries and Veterans Memorial Park. There were eleven burials this year. 


A new three year mowing contract was awarded effective July 1, 2008. 
Rick Mielke was the lowest of four bidders. 


For FY 2009 the town approved a budget for site work to expand the 
Corashire Cemetery. The 3.5 acre parcel was purchased by approval of a 
special town meeting in September 1995. The Veterans Memorial used a 
portion of that land, but the larger part needed landscaping and an access road. 
Work began in June 2009 and will be completed before Fall 2009. 


The greatest threat to our cemeteries is from large trees at or near the end 
of their lives. If these trees fall they could destroy many fragile monuments 
that are an important part of the town’s heritage.

CHILDREN’S HEALTH PROGRAM REPORT 


Community Health Programs is pleased to provide the 
following information on services provided to the citizens 
of Monterey in FY2009. 


Community Health Programs began over 30 years ago as The 
Children's Health Program, founded to provide health care for 
rural children who had no access to care, and for whom 
isolation was leading to medical problems and delays in 
language, social, and cognitive skills. In the Year 2000, the 
agency began doing business as Community Health Programs, 
with the expanded mission of providing services to improve the 
health and well being of residents of all ages living in 
Berkshire County and adjacent communities. 


CHP serves over 7,500 people per year through nine programs: 
1) the CHP Health Center in Great Barrington, one of two 
Federally Qualified Health Centers owned and operated by 
CHP; 2) South Berkshire WIC (Women, Infants and Children) 
program and emergency food support; 3) CHP First Steps, a 
state-certified Early Intervention Program providing services 
for children with delays and disabilities; 4) the Family Support 
Network, which offers parenting education, school readiness 
classes, a drop-in center in Great Barrington, ESL classes, 12 
playgroups at sites across South County, and much more; 5) 
Barrington OB/GYN, offering comprehensive women’s health 
care; 6) the CHP Dental Center, a comprehensive dental 
practice; 7) the South Berkshire Youth Coalition, which works 
to reduce substance abuse among young people in a long-term, 
sustainable manner; 8) the Care Coordination Program, which 
offers preventive screenings for cancer and cardiovascular 
disease through a program funded by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health; and 9) the CHP Neighborhood 
Health Center in Pittsfield, now a federally qualified health 
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center offering comprehensive health care. CHP provides all of 
the above services regardless of a client’s insurance status, 
immigrant status, or ability to pay. 


The CHP Health Center and CHP Barrington OB/GYN 
served over 120 patients from Monterey during the period 
July 1, 2008 to June 30, 2009. The breakdown for source 
of payment by those patients is shown below:

The CHP Health Center is the only primary care provider in the 
region that is accessible to infants, children, youth, adults and 
elders, regardless of insurance status or ability to pay. CHP 
Barrington OB/GYN is the only facility of its kind serving those 
on public insurance and/or providing sliding fee scale in South 
County. 


In 2008, we opened the CHP Dental Center to meet the desperate 
need for accessible, affordable dental services in South Berkshire 
County. Since then, we have seen well over 1,500 patients, and 
have a wait time for new patients of 3-4 months. Plans are 
underway to add one dentist and one hygienist to meet the 
staggering demand for this service in our community. 


In 2009, over 400 patients received free medications through CHP. 
We received no reimbursement for any medications that we 
obtained — through a very time consuming process - for patients 
through pharmaceutical companies’ Patient Assistance prescription 


drug programs, nor were we reimbursed for medications for which 
CHP itself paid. 


CHP’s ability to fulfill our role as safety net provider, while 
sustaining high quality services, is consistently jeopardized by 
losses in government and private funding, and FY2009 was a 
particularly difficult year. Yet, we remain fully committed to 


finding ways to care for the most vulnerable members of our 
population. 
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We thank the residents of Monterey for their support, and 
we look forward to continuing to offer these important 
services to the citizens of Southern Berkshire County.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


Report of the Conservation Commission for 
Fiscal Year 2009 


It is the work of the Monterey Conservation 
Commission to locally administer the Wetlands 
Protection Act (WPA — MGL Ch 131, S 40) which 
prohibits any filling, excavation or other alteration of 
the land surface, water levels, or vegetation in wetlands, 
regardless of ownership, without a permit from the 
local Conservation Commission. Additionally the 
Riverfront areas have been included as requiring 
protection under their own paragraph. The 
Conservation Commission also administers the local 
Scenic Mountain Act (SMA), in effect in Monterey 
since November 10, 2004. The SMA regulations can 
be found on the town website: www.montereyma.gov . 


The Conservation Commission heard 14 Requests for 
Determination of Applicability (RDA) under the 
Wetlands Protection Act (WPA), 4 Requests for 
Determination of Applicability under the Scenic 
Mountains Act (SMA), 7 Notices of Intent (NOI or 
ANOI) under the WPA and 3 Notices of Intent under 
the SMA. 


The Commission issued 2 Enforcement Orders for 
violations of the SMA and 3 Enforcement Orders for 
WPA violations. The Commission also reviewed 15 
potential projects to determine if they fell under the 
jurisdiction of the Commission prior to a building 
permit being issued.

The Monterey Cultural Council received thirty-two grant applications this year, and we 
were pleased to provide full or partial support to nineteen applicants, distributing a total 
of $4,300. The grants supported activities such as concerts, school outreach programs, 
scholarships for art and music study, school field trips, puppet shows and musicians. 
Four of the grants went to applicants providing enrichment through the public school 
system, and three grants went to programs co-sponsored with Monterey groups—the 
Monterey Library, the Bidwell House, Monterey Meets Africa, and the General Store. 


We used the funds voted for us at Town Meeting to produce a number of events, 
including nature walks and workshops on edible plants and botanical first aid. During 
the spring, we had one nature-oriented event each month. Our major production of the 
year was AfroQuilt Worldwide, a community potluck picnic during the Labor Day 
weekend. A group of people from Monterey have been trying to help AIDS orphans in 

galla, Cameroon, and also to create some kind of sister village relationship between our 
little town and another little town halfway across the world. They had created a huge 
quilt, each square of which was a piece of art painted by a child in Ngalla. The Cultural 
Council was pleased to help them present their work to the people of Monterey before the 
quilt was sent to Africa and its career in public relations. In keeping with the African 
theme, we sponsored the appearance of an African dance and drum troupe, who got 
everyone up on their feet and playing and dancing to the African rhythms. 


Despite budget problems in Boston, state grants to local cultural councils held steady. 
And, of course, the people of Monterey once again showed their generosity and their 
commitment to the cultural life of the town. Everyone on the Monterey Cultural Council 
feels it's a privilege to serve this wonderful little town, and we look forward to presenting 
more free events—concerts, exhibits, workshops, lectures, fairs, and anything else we 
can think of that fits our mandate.

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DEPARTMENT OF HIGHWAYS, BUILDINGS AND PROPERTIES REPORT 


July 2008 to June 2009 


July 2008 to June 2009 was another challenging year, to say the least. 
Winter depleted the budgets long before the winter was over. December 
11 and 12 brought us an ice storm, with up to | 2” of ice. Higher 
elevations in Town were hit hardest. Some roads lost power for days and 
trees and storm debris littered the roads for months, frozen in place. 
Storms seemed to come 2 and 3 per week. Weekends were just days to 
work. Ice was a major problem and was a regular occurrence. We used 
2340 tons of salt, and 2127 tons of sand, while less than last year, more 
costly due to huge raises in price. The Towns new Kenworth was 
delivered mid winter and has proved itself already. It will be with us for 
many years and will work out well for the Town as a winter vehicle and 
will be used for summer hauling. 


We used 6756 gallons of diesel fuel and 3543 gallons of gasoline for the 
year, less than the previous year, mostly due to increased efficiencies in 
fuel economy due to new trucks with fuel efficient engines. 


Brett Road has been chip sealed and Tyringham Road from Main Road 
to Beartown Road has been sealed with a mix of asphalt/recycled rubber 
tires and stone, to give it another 10 years of life. Drainage has been 
improved on many of the gravel roads to reduce the cost of maintenance 
and keep them from washing out as often during heavy storms. The 
Curtis Road project was completed. 


The Salt/Sand shed replacement was still on hold until money can be 
found from the state.

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LIBRARY TRUSTEE’S REPORT 


REPORT OF THE MONTEREY LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
JULY 1, 2008-JUNE 30, 2009 


The Monterey Library, with continual support from its community, 
continues to provide growth and innovation. 


The current collection which consists of books and audio and visual 
materials increased to 10,848 items. In addition we provide 22 subscriptions 
to various periodicals and magazines and passes to 9 museums and state parks 
in the region. Circulation jumped by 44% this year. Saturday remains the 
busiest day of the week for the library. The largest increase in material 
circulation was in DVDs. 


The operating budget for FY08 was $43,610.00 of which $3,250.00 were 
spent on maintenance. State Aid contributed $2002.40 The exterior of the 
building and the basement bathroom were painted and the Library chairs 
repaired. A dehumidifier was purchased for the Knox wing where mold is 
beginning to present a problem. The historical society will charged for the 
electrical cost of the unit. A tree was provided by the town and planted by 
Roger Tryon with assistance from Bob Rausch and his team from Gould 
Farm. 

As always the summer programming was well attended by both summer and 
year round residents. A total of 189 children attended seven programs... The 
summer reading program attracted many youngsters and the Monterey general 
store again provided ice cream for their last meeting. The annual book sale 
netted $1019.00 to be used for programming. A great deal of credit for the 
success goes to Mickey Jervas and the Herculean job she undertook all year 
sorting books 


The youth book discussion group led by Franny Huberman continues to 
grow throughout the year and has now split into two groups. Kate Basler 
provided stories and crafts at the library for the Monterey school on a regular 
basis. Denise Andrus presented Saturday programs connected with seasonal 
holidays. Barbara Wolf-Dorlester and her reading dog Moxie have become 
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Saturday regulars for our young patrons,. Bob Waitz donated a picture of 
Newman Abercombie, our first librarian, which is now hung in the library. A 
new adult reading group has been formed in response to patron requests. It is 
peer led. Thirteen books were sent to thirteen “new patrons” born in Monterey 
in the last two years. 


Our Librarian Mark Makuc has completed his Basic Library Technique 
courses a year ahead of requirement. Mark and his staff: Esther Hefferman, 
Rosemary McAlister, Donna Brown and Franny Huberman are in large part 
responsible for our continued growth. In February of 2009 a memorandum of 
understanding was signed by the Trustees and a group hoping to organize a 
Friends of the Library. This became and actuality in June and we look 
forward to their support. 


The Board of Library Trustees would like to recognize and thank the many 
volunteers who enhance the service the library provides to the community. 
These include, Denise Andrus, Michelle Arnot, Kate Basler, Ken Basler, and 
Sue Caine. Carole Clarin, Adam Goodman, Franny Huberman, Barbara 
McAlister, Justin Makuc, Marya Makuc, Grace Mendel and Kashe Wansor . 
As always the support that the library receives from the town and the patrons 
is much appreciated.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


_ Planning Board Report 2008-2009 


. Members 


In July 2008 the Planning Board member were Cindy Hoogs, Brian Puntin (co- 


chairs) Alan Salamon, Stephen Rose, John Sellew, Maggie Leonard and Larry 
Klein. In August 2008 John Sellew resigned from the board citing his 
_ frustration with a lack of quorum at the meetings. 


In April 2009 Brian Puntin resigned from the board due to a change of 


residence. At the 2009 Annual Town Meeting a special dispensation was 


approved to allow Bridget Krans to serve as a voting member of the Planning 
Board, while also continuing to serve as a paid secretary for the Board. As of 
July 2009 Planning Board members were: Cindy Hoogs (chair), Bridget Krans, 
Alan Salamon, Larry Klein, Stephen Rose, Maggie Leonard. In July 2009 Alan 
Salamon agreed to be the Berkshire Regional Planning Commission 
representative for Monterey. 


Zoning Bylaws 

During most of 2008 and 2009 the Planning Board worked on creating a bylaw 
regulating Common Driveways. The Board believed that Common Driveways 
are an asset to the town, reducing curb cuts and consolidating ingress and 
egress to public ways. On December 17, 2008, a public hearing was held at the 
Town Hall to introduce the public to the proposed Common Driveways bylaw. 


_ The hearing opened at 7 pm with no public in attendance, possibly due to an ice 


storm. Board co-chair Cindy Hoogs suggested that the hearing be continued 
until the next Board meeting on January 8, 2009. The board unanimously 
agreed. 

The hearing was continued at the January 8, 2009 meeting. No public was in 
attendance. The board discussed the bylaw and made a plan to for another 
public hearing in March. 

On March 12, 2009 the Planning Board opened another public hearing for 
Common Driveways. The board explained that any common driveways 
currently in use would be grandfathered. The permitting process was reviewed. 
The 500 ft. length was questioned and then amended to 1000 ft. that is common 
in surrounding towns. 


allow for operation year around. This relates specifically to the New England 
Keswick on Chestnut Hill Rd. and Kutcher Sports Academy on Lake Buel Rd. 
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On March 12, 2009, a public hearing to amend the Zoning Bylaws to change 
the wording from Summer Camp to “Camp and/or Recreational facility.” 
Thereby eliminating the word summer and the restriction on operating all year 
long.

Master Plan 

Throughout 2008 the Planning Board continued to debate the pros and cons of 
creating a Master Plan. The board met with Rob Hoogs in November 2008 to 
discuss the hows and whys of creating a master plan. Hoogs is a resident of 
Monterey who previously lived in Great Barrington and served on the Great 
Barrington Planning Board. (Full disclosure; Hoogs is the husband of Board 
chair Cindy Hoogs). Hoogs reported that creating a master plan is a long and 
tedious task. He advised that if one is created, a master plan should have stated 
goals and a step-by-step process for realizing those goals. 


At the May 28, 2009 Planning Board meeting the Board unanimously agreed 
that a formal statement should be made to the Select Board that the Planning 
Board is not equipped to create a master plan. The Berkshire Regional Planning 
Commission (BRPC) gave an estimate of $30,000 for their planners to create a 
master plan for Monterey. The usual reason for having a master plan is that it 
makes a town eligible for grant money from the state government. BRPC 
reported that there is no grant money available for the foreseeable future. The 
Planning Board agreed that their time is better spent, and the town is better 
served, by updating the Zoning Bylaws. 


Building Inspector 

The Building Inspector has made requests to eliminate Ordinary Home Repairs 
from the Zoning Bylaws. The Building Inspector states that it contradicts the 
State Building Code. The Planning Board wishes to retain the bylaw that allows 


residents to make ordinary repairs to their homes without obtaining a building 
permit.

Judy Bach, her attorney David Hellman, and Rob Ackroyd of Greylock Design 


_ continued to work with the Planning Board during 2009 on Bach’s proposed 


subdivision on Mount Hunger Road, Green Way. 


The Planning Board held a public hearing on March 12, 2009 attended by 
David Hellman, and the abutters to the property, the Howlette family. There 
was one member of the Planning Board absent and Mr. Hellman requested that 
the public hearing be continued until May 14, 2009 so that he could address the 
entire board. The board voted in favor of the request. 


The hearing was resumed on May 14, 2009. The Howlette family expressed 
their concerns about having a subdivision road 150’ from their property, and 
also about the impact to Mount Hunger Road. The Planning Board agreed to 
make a site visit on Monday May 18, 2009. 


The public hearing was continued until May 28, 2009 at 7:15 pm. The Planning 
_ Board exercised its right to hire an engineer at the cost of the applicant, and a 
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representative of Hill Engineering will be present at the May 28 meeting. On 
May 28, 2009 Jeff Randall from Hili Engineering made his presentation. The 
public hearing for the Greenway subdivision was continued until June 11, 
2009. On June 11, 2009 the public hearing for the Green Way subdivision was 
re-opened. The board agreed to make another site visit on June 22, 2009. 


The public hearing for Green Way was continued until June 25, 2009. On June 
25, 2009 Planning Board members continued to discuss the project, along with 
the board’s engineer, Jeff Randall from Hill Engineering and Rob Ackroyd and 
Eric Melle from Greylock Design. The public hearing was closed at 8:20 p.m. 
At the July 9, 2009 Planning Board meeting the board reviewed the set of 
conditions that they created in response to the Green Way subdivision project. 


Budget The Planning Board budget request for 2009 is $5000. This is to pay 
the secretary and cover costs for mailings regarding public hearings.

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SELECT BOARD REPORT 
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Select Board report for FY2009 


This report covers the period from Annual Town Meeting in 2008 (May 
3, 2008) until the next Annual Town Meeting, May 2, 2009. It coincides 
mostly with the 2009 Fiscal Town Year, which is July 1, 2008 to June 
30, 2009 (The Commonwealth of Massachusetts has the same Fiscal 
Year). 


Monterey Town Officials take office as soon as they are elected. Select 
Board members included Jon Sylbert (re-elected), Scott Jensen (2"* year 
of term) and myself, Wayne Burkhart, (third year). By tradition, the 
select board member in the last year of his/her term assumes the 
Chairperson responsibility. Accordingly, here is my report of events and 
happenings gleaned from our year of Select Board minutes: 


Our major town road project for the year (Curtis Road) was bid- 
accepted on May 19, 2008 and completed (except for shoulder 
work) by June 23. This road is one of the heaviest-used non- 
artery roads in town. The project was funded by a combination 
of the Town’s Capital Road Budget and the “Chapter 90” 
transportation money we receive each year from the State. The 
final assigned cost of the project was $244,017. 

- A Monterey Broadband Committee was formed early in the year. 
On June 23™ the Selectboard signed an agreement with the 
newly formed Southern Berkshire Technology Committee, 
effectively regionalizing our broadband efforts. 

- _ River/Hatchery Road access between Monterey and New 
Marlboro was cut off for the second time in a decade, after river 
erosion compromised the road bank opposite the Hatchery 
entrance. An extended closure was anticipated because of the 
engineering complexity and building costs involved to the Town 
of New Marlboro. 

Two Highway Department vehicles were purchased by bid on 
June 2" and 9" 2008: A % ton Chevrolet from Liberty Chevrolet 
for about $28,000; a Kenworth from Tri-State Diesel for around 
$100,000. Those will be paid (as voted by Annual Meeting) over 
a 6 year period. 

The Transfer Station Contract was re-bid (for the next 2 years) in 
June. Master Garbologist was selected to continue as our 
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contractor for recycling and waste operations at a $2100 monthly 
basic fee, plus hauling and disposal costs as specified. 

In July, the Selectboard changed its weekly meeting from 
Monday morning to an afternoon (4p-6p) time, hoping to be 
more accessible to town officials, employees and the public. 
The Fiscal ’09 Hwy equipment contracting bids were opened on 
July 28". The Tryon Construction bid was accepted, continuing 
last year’s arrangement for special and emergency equipment 
help for the Town. 

A State Transportation Bond Bill was passed by the Legislature 
during the year, promising $300,000 for the Salt Shed project 
which was approved at the 2007 Annual Town Meeting. But 
during the year, despite numerous letters and contacts by the 
Selectboard and Operations Manager, state commitment to 
financing the project seemed to have been abrogated, leaving 
local financing as the most likely option. 

The town paid $3.57 per gallon for heating oil during the 2008- 
09 heating season. This was as a part of a regional (county) bid, 
and Brown Oil was the supplier. The price was unfortunately 
high—a product of the 2008 price spike for all fuels. 

A severe ice storm occurred on December 11, which especially 
imperiled the higher elevations in town. The Selectboard 
declared a weather emergency and the town later received 
MEMA (Massachusetts Emergency Management Agency) 
reimbursement in the amount of around $42,000. 

The Selectboard declared a “Snow Emergency” on January 26, 
because the budget for sand, salt and winter overtime had been 
exceeded. Transfer of funds to complete the season was 
approved by a Special Town Meeting article on May 4, 2009. 
The school committee representation for the Southern Berkshire 
Regional School District (Monterey has 1 member) was changed 
from appointed to elected in the autumn of 2008. The change 
was approved by all voters in the towns of the district. 
Proponents of the change held that it would provide a more 
steady operation of the district and a better representation of 
public sentiment and goals. 

The Lake Garfield dam was opened (to lower the water level) on 
October 15, 2008, and closed again on February 17, 2009 (to 
reestablish the mean high water level). 
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On April 6, 2009 Melissa Noe (Interdepartmental Secretary for 
Monterey) reported that the town had received the 2009 e- 
Government award for website resources provided for town 
citizens. This award confirms the excellence of Melissa’s 
continuing management of the website, supported by our 
contract with the company Virtual Town Hall. 

The Annual Town Meeting approved on May 5, 2009 the 
amendment to the Southern Berkshire Regional School District 
Agreement providing for a two year adjustment of towns to a 
state mandated Statutory Funding Method for operation of the 
district. At the same time, negotiations were begun among the 
towns of the district to find a satisfactory method of financing 
(both Operating and Capital) for the future. 

Scott Jensen was elected Chair of the Select Board at the May 4, 
2009 meeting.

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SOUTHERN BERKSHIRE REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT REPORT 


Southern Berkshire Regional School District 
2008-09 Annual Report 


The 2008-09 year was a very busy one in the Southern 
Berkshire Regional School District. It began on a high note 
with the District’s release from the financial oversight of 
the MA Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Education, having been successful in passing a budget in 
our five towns in May of 2008. In November, thanks to the 
citizens’ approval of an amendment to the Regional 
Agreement (also voted in May), we seated our first School 
Committee to be chosen through District-wide elections. 
Under this new method, School Committee members are 
elected at-large, with residency requirements, to 4-year 
terms. 


We welcomed Dr. Michael Singleton as Interim 
Superintendent on July 1, 2008. Although we had initially 
set aside funds to conduct a full search for a permanent 
superintendent, by January a majority of the School 
Committee members felt that Dr. Singleton’s performance 
was such that they wished to offer him the position. They 
offered him the position permanently, and his contract was 
extended until June 30, 2011. 


Also in January, the School Committee appointed Ms. 
Pamela Kenyon as Student Services Director. Ms. Kenyon 
comes to the District with a wealth of experience. Prior to 
joining the SBRSD administrative team, she served as an 
Educational Specialist at the MA Department of 
Elementary and Secondary Education. Ms. Kenyon was 
also employed as Director of Special Education for 12 
years in the Central Berkshire Regional School District. 


A team of forty community members, administrators, 
School Committee members, faculty, and staff members 
met each month from December through May to develop 
long-range goals for the District. At their final meeting in 
May, the following six goal statements were adopted: 
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1) Assure that the district researches, evaluates, develops, 
and implements ideas and practices aimed at tomorrow’s 
schools; 2) Ensure that all students access education that 
fosters academic, social, emotional and physical 
development within an environment that supports 
individual growth, safety, and diversity; 3) Provide an 
educational and work place environment that motivates and 
enables staff to deliver professional excellence; 4) Foster 
meaningful relationships with the community based on 
continuing interaction between the school district and its 
constituencies; 5) Ensure upgrades and preventative 
maintenance to the district’s infrastructure are planned and 
implemented in a responsible, environmentally sound 
manner; and 6) Ensure that the school district’s resources 
are overseen and utilized in a proactive, responsible, 
efficient and effective manner. Many members of the team 
have agreed to meet in 2009-10 to further refine and 
develop goals specific to each school year. 


The School Committee voted to meet once per month, 
except when its business necessitates additional meetings 
(specifically, during the budget development "season" of 
January through March). Subcommittees continued to 
work hard on important issues to present to the School 
Committee for action. The Finance Subcommittee met 
with administrators, curriculum leaders, and town officials 
to develop an FY'10 budget acceptable to all parties. The 
Policy Subcommittee continued to work on updating the 
District's policies. Given the litigious nature of our times, 
they also discussed enlisting the services of a policy 
servicing group, such as that offered through the 
Massachusetts Association of School Committees, to be 
sure the District's policies are completely up to date and in 
line with current laws. We anticipate further discussion in 
this regard in the coming year. The Buildings and Grounds 
Subcommittee met with Fred Finkle, Director of Buildings 
& Grounds, Chris Regan, Business Administrator, and 
Superintendent Singleton to plan capital improvements 
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within the District. Among the improvements 
accomplished in 2008-09 were the following: 


The electrical system was repaired and installed at 
New Marlborough Central School. 

The oil burner was repaired and the furnace room 
brought up to code at New Marlborough Central 
School. 

The concrete steps were rebuilt at New Marlborough 
Central School. 

The chimney was repaired at South Egremont 
School. 

Sidewalk repairs were completed at New 
Marlborough Central School. 

New furniture was purchased for the Undermountain 
and New Marlborough cafeterias. 

Carpeting was replaced at Mt. Everett and New 
Marlborough Central Schools. 

An engineer was hired to study the 
Undermountain/Mt. Everett fire alarm system. It 
was determined that the current system was up to 
code, and the frequent false alarms could be 
remedied through an upgrade, rather than a complete 
replacement. Work is expected to be completed 
during the summer of 2009. 

Plans were formalized to hook the Sheffield campus 
into the water supply of the Sheffield Water 
Company. The hook-up is anticipated during the 
summer, 2009. 

The greenhouses were shored up for the winter, and 
funding for their repair was included in the FY'10 
Capital Budget. 

The Subcommittee investigated the possibility of 
installing solar panels on the Mt. 
Everett/Undermountain roof to provide the campus 
with a substantial amount of "green" electricity. 
Further study will take place in the year ahead to see 
if this is feasible. 
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Thanks to the generous donation of several friends of the 
District, an automated point of sale system was put into 
service in the Mt. Everett and Undermountain cafeterias in 
2008-09. The system allows each student to maintain an 
account with the lunch program, speeding up the payment 
process (ergo, the lunch lines). It will also provide 
complete privacy for those students receiving free or 
reduced-priced lunches. 


In late winter, the District joined with Lee-Tyringham and 
Berkshire Hills Regional School Districts in receiving a 
grant from the Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Education to explore how the three districts could 
appropriately work together to provide services for our 
students at a reduced cost. The report was received over 
the summer, and the Districts are working together to 
facilitate collaboration among the three districts. An 
important part of the collaboration effort is the expansion 
of the South Berkshire Educational Collaborative (SBEC), 
which is comprised of the same three districts, plus Lenox 
Public Schools. The SBEC has been re-energized during 
the past year, and through that organization, the four 
districts have been able to share the services of 
occupational and physical therapists, as well as a summer 
special education program. We intend to remain active 
members in the SBEC in the year ahead, and in concert 
with the other members, forge ahead toward expansion of 
the Collaborative to include all of Berkshire County. We 
believe that such an expansion could be of great 
educational benefit to our students, as well as provide some 
financial relief to our taxpayers.

First, thank you for allowing me to serve the member towns, their veterans, and widows. Th 
past year has seen and increase in all areas of operations and there are currently 15 active 
Chapter 115 claims (state and local benefits). The District had a high of 22 Chapter 115 
benefits over the past year. Claims filed for federal veteran’s benefits have resulted in 
$154,392.00 being paid yearly, at no cost to District towns, to District veterans and widows 
since March 2009. 35 applications for VA Health Care were filed within the last 11 months. 
118 home visits, 152 office visits, 612 phone calls, and 62 Flags furnished funeral homes fo: 
veteran’s funerals. 

Fiscal year 2011 District budget has been reduced resulting in a smaller assessment for 
member towns. During these trying financial times all veterans and widows are encouraged 
to contact this office or the U.S. Department of Veterans Affairs and review current 
entitlements as many changes have taken place.

In July 2009 the members of the Planning Board were chair, Cindy Hoogs, Stephen Re 


Bridget Krans, Alan Salamon, Larry Klein, and Maggie Leonard. In August of 2009 
Planning Board chair Cindy Hoogs submitted her resignation. In October of 2009 
Stephen Enoch met with both the Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen to expre 
his interest in joining the Planning Board. That same month Enoch filled Hoogs vacate 
seat on the board. In March of 2010 Barry Karson expressed interest in joining the boa 
and attended meetings. Karson then ran for a seat on the board and was elected to the 
Planning Board at the Annual Town Meeting in May 2010. 


Zoning Bylaws 

In December of 2009 the Planning Board met with Inspector of Buildings Don Torrice 
discuss his opinions for changes to the Monterey Zoning Bylaws that would bring ther 
into compliance with the State Code. Torrico believes that §VIII.B should be eliminat 
because it is a Building Code issue and not a Zoning Bylaw. Torrico also pointed out t 
in the same section the State allows building up to 120 square feet without a building 
permit while our bylaws state 100 square feet. Additionally, the Monterey Zoning Byl 
states that building permits will expire in one year and the State statute is 6 months. 
Finally, Torrico suggested that a definition of the term “trailer” should be added to the 
bylaws. 


In January 2010 Select Board member Wayne Burkhart met with the Planning Board t 
alert us that the Berkshire Regional Planning Commission (BRCP) was offering Local 
Technical Assistant grants and that the Planning Board should apply for assistance tot 
work the telecommunications bylaw. Burkhart provided the application and stated that 
the deadline was the next day. In what can only be described as a heroic effort, board 
member Larry Klein completed the application and submitted it to BRPC. In March 
20210 the Planning Board was notified that we had received the grant for technical 
assistance for help with revising our bylaw governing telecommunications the placem 
of cell towers (presently only allowed on Mount Wilcox). Brian Domina, a lawyer wit 


BRPC, was assigned to work with the Planning Board and would be able to begin in \ 
2010. 


From May 2010 onward the Planning Board worked with Domina to revise the bylaw 
Personal Wireless Service Facilities, Towers, and Repeaters. The grant for assistance 
ends in December 2010. Work on the new bylaw continued apace throughout 2010 wi 
public hearing expected in early 2011. 


Robert Lazzarini, who serves on the Board of Appeals, met with the Planning Board i 
May 2010 to discuss new case law concerning non-conforming structures, uses and lo 
Lazzarini believes that the ruling in the case will change how boards rule on special 
permit applications for non-conforming structures, uses, and lots. Additionally, Lazzai 
thinks that the Monterey Zoning Bylaws as a whole needs major work and should be 
updated and rewritten. The board agreed and added that at this time the 
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communications bylaw was “front burner” and the next project for the board would 
global revision of the Zoning Bylaws.

elect Board report covers the Select Board meetings from May 4, 2009 through the annual town 

g held on May 1, 2010. Select Board members included Wayne Burkhart, Jonathan Sylbert and 
ott Jenssen. Following is the Select Board report summary taken from the Select Board minutes: 
Proposed food pantry: The Board held several meetings with the Lazzarini’s and employees at 
the town hall regarding a food pantry the Lazzarini’s were proposing to establish and house in the 

_ basement of the town hall. The general consensus of everyone was that the idea of a food pantry 

was a great idea however, no one was agreeable to giving up what little space they had in the 
town hall to accommodate the space needed for the pantry. There were also several logistical 
reasons why the town hall was not the ideal location for the food pantry. 


Fairview Rd: The Monterey Highway Department installed 7 new basins and 400 feet of pipe to 
alleviate the considerable number of washouts that occur whenever it rains. 


Memorial Day Parade: Another successful parade and moving observance to the Veteran’s. The 
town thanks everyone who attended and participated. 


o The Board met with members of the Friends of Wilson McLaughlin (F WMH) regarding 
their need for a special permit to change the use of the house from residential to 
municipal, the repairs needed at the house (which are subject to MGL c.30B guidelines) 
and the proposed new wording for the lease agreement which will be up for renewal in 
December of 2010.

o The Board met with members of the Friends of Wilson McLaughlin, Charles Ferris and 
Dennis Downing regarding a proposed dog park on the property.

The 
proponents were also made aware that they will need to apply for a special permit as their 
proposed use is not an approved use under the current special permit for the WMH and 
they will need to have the current town bylaw that specifies that dogs are not allowed in 
town parks amended at a future town meeting. 


o Driveway and parking lot: The Board held several meetings and site visits with the 
FWMH and Director of Operations regarding the proposed location for a new driveway 
and parking area. Several concerns were made by various town departments about 
beginning the driveway project prior to the FWMH raising all the funds necessary for the 
proposed Community Center and whether or not a Community Center still fit the needs of 
the town or whether the building could better be used for other municipal purposes. In 
November, Maynard Forbes informed the Board that he did not have the money in his 
budget to install a new driveway/parking area and that the request would need to go toa 
town meeting vote. Everyone agreed to put the project on hold until the town had a 
chance to vote on the expenditure at the annual town meeting in May. 


Tree Warden: The Board wishes to thank Roger Tryon for all his years as the Monterey Tree 
Warden and welcomes Shaylan Burkhart as his replacement. 


Jamie’s Court: The Board continued conversations with the Friends of Jamie Bogdanoff who are 
proposing to build a second basketball court with private donations at Greene Park. The proposed 
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location is not a preferable one as it would require a possible easement and/or a variance. 
Discussions are continuing on other options that might be available. 


e Emergency phones: 


o Town Beach: After several complaints about the pay phone not working at the town 
beach. A new residential phone was installed in the lifeguard house which is for 
emergency use only and can not make long distance calls; local and 911 only. 


o General Store: In January, Verizon removed the only payphone located in Monterey 
because it did not generate any revenue. After several calls to our local reps and Vert: 
proving that there was a hardship, Verizon agreed to reinstall it. 


o Town Hall: The Police Department had an emergency phone installed on the outside 
town hall. When the receiver is picked up, it will automatically call the Monterey Po 
Dispatch. 


e West Rd.: The Board heard several complaints from residents on West Rd. regarding a pro 
40B development. There were several complaints about the widening of the road, permitting 
process, impact on surround wells and septic systems and rights of the abutters. The abutters 
were assured that there was a process that needed to be followed for any 40B proposal and 
directed the abutters to follow up with the BRPC for more information. 40B is a state regulat 
law. : 


e Zebra Mussels: The Department of Fish and Game acknowledged that the conditions of Lake 
Buel made it susceptible to zebra mussels and that preliminary testing of Lake Garfield show 
that they would not survive there. The Department of Fish and Game refused to close the pub 
boat ramp at Lake Buel stating that a management plan was being designed which would bi 
the need to close public ramps. At the July 20" Select Board meeting the Board voted to decla 
a state of emergency. The Board then voted to close the Lake Buel boat ramp until further not 
as they felt Lake Buel was vulnerable to zebra mussels and that the State had not come up with 
acceptable solution. The Board petitioned the Public Access Board to officially close the ram 
At the August 10" meeting, after hearing several valid points from the Harbormaster regarding 
the illegal closure of the Lake Buel boat ramp and the Attorney General and DCR ordering the 
Board to cease and desist a motion was made and passed 2 -1 to remove the barriers and reope 
the ramp on August 17". The State agreed to provide a part-time boat ramp monitor. 


¢ Route 23/Main Rd. Resurfacing Project: In August it was determined that Monterey was eligi 
to receive federal aid and Maynard Forbes, Director of Operations started the application proc 
with Mass. Highway. At the end of August, Mass Highway approved the submittal of the proj 
with the condition that an engineered study would need to be filed. This approval sent it to the 
Governor’s office for final approval to use ARRA funds. In October the Board was advised 
Representative Pignatelli that the Governor was not the person to issue final approval on ARR 
projects but rather the BRPC. If the project is not approved for ARRA money the Board 
understands that its status on the TIP list would then move higher. 


e New Ethics Law: In October the Town Clerk informed the Board that new Ethics Laws went: 


effect and that all town employees will be required to take an online ethics test consisting of 2: 
questions every 2 years. 
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. Cemetery overrun: The Cemetery Committee expanded the cemetery for the first time in many 
| years and there was an overrun that was voted on at the annual meeting. The expansion turned 
| out beautifully. 


| Town Accountant: In October, the Board regretfully accepted Barbara Gauthier’s decision to 

|| retire effective April 30, 2010 as the Town Accountant after 20 years. The Board wishes to thank 
| Barbara for her many dedicated years to the Town and wishes her well. The position was then 

| advertised, interviews were held and Steven Pullen was hired as the new Town Accountant. 


| Audit: In January the town hired Melanson, Heath and Co. to perform an audit. 

| Recommendations for improvement were made but overall the town had good reserves and that 
| we were well under our levy limit.

] Town Clerk: The Board would like to thank Barbara Swann for her years served as the Town 
Clerk. 


| Salt Shed: In February the Board agreed to have Maynard Forbes solicit bids for the construction 
ofa salt shed. In April the Board accepted the low bid of $293,658.00 from Park Lane 
Construction and Development Corp.

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ROBERT GAUTHIER 


One of the beautiful and uplifting aspects of small 
New England hill towns is their long tradition of 
citizen participation in town governance, from 
attending Annual Town Meetings to performing such 
civic duties as “Fence Viewer” and Select Board 
member. Remarkably, these participants are not 
accomplished administrators -- they are ordinary 
towns people without special training. They learn 
what is necessary for tasks at hand and often have to 
wrestle with decisions that may affect their friends and 
neighbors -- sometimes adversely. In small towns like 


Monterey there are no faceless people; you know or 


recognize everyone. That familiarity with those 
affected by the civic actions humanizes town 
governance in a way that just can’t be matched in 


larger communities. 


Over the years Monterey has been particularly 
fortunate in having many stellar 
citizen/administrators. Last year, however, we lost 
one of the finest: Bob Gauthier succumbed to illness 
and his long career of service to the Town ended. This 
year’s Annual Report is dedicated to Bob Gautier in 
heart-felt gratitude of the Town, not only for his many 
contributions, but also his abiding concern for the 


Towns people affected by his actions. 


His strong concern for the impact of his decisions on 
residents of Monterey was first clearly spelled out 
when Bob was a Selectman from 1968 to 1973. Those 
were very tumultuous times. The Town’s first zoning 
bylaws had just been adopted, a very controversial 
plan to relocate Route 23 had been proposed, and the 
recurrent leak in the dam at Lake Garfield suddenly 
went critical and threatened all lands near the 
Konkapot River. While the debate about relocating Rt. 


23 dominated public attention, the failing dam was by 


far the most dangerous. A decision was made that a 
new dam needed to be built at a new site. 
Construction plans were quickly developed and the 
Commonwealth committed to providing 90% of the 
funds for the project. However, the plan required 
taking 5 properties by right of eminent domain, 
including one full-time residence. As Bob Gauthier 
told us years later, the decision to adopt the plan was 
simple and straightforward -- there were no other 
options. Carrying out the plan was another matter. 
He wrestled long and hard with the outcome of his 
actions. Finally he mustered the fortitude to tell his 
fellow citizens that they had to relinquish their 
properties. As he told us later, taking the properties, 
particularly the residence, by eminent domain was the 


most difficult task of his Select Board career. 


Other emergencies also revealed his concern for the 
residents of Monterey. Late one evening during a 
blustery snowstorm in 1970, the head of the Monterey 
Highway Department appeared at Bob’s door, handed 
him the keys to the two snowplows and said he and 

_ the crew were quitting, then and there. The main 
roads of the Town had to remain passable, so Bob and 


Jack Ryder, both Select Board members, each took the 


wheel of a snowplow and set about doing what was 
necessary. Although neither man had any experience 
driving a truck, particularly one with a 10 foot snow 
blade on the front, they plowed the roads most of that 
night. 


More recently, Bob joined with Stan Ross in 
reinventing and modernizing real estate assessing in 
Monterey. By 2003 our Town had grown in 
complexity to where the old assessing methods were 
too time consuming and cumbersome. Both men 
understood that assessing in Monterey was at a 
crossroad and needed to transition from the old, 
traditional approach to one embracing the newer 
technologies. They focused on digitizing the parcel 
maps and proposed at Annual Town meeting that 
Monterey invest $65,000. to procure a set of digital 
maps in which the property boundaries on the maps 
would be derived from the data in their deeds (and not 
drawn from a previous map) and the whole array of 
parcel descriptions be assembled with the aid of aerial 
photography and GPI mapping into integrated whole 
town map. The final product was a set of digital maps 
that were many times more accurate than the pre- 


digital versions. Being digital, the maps could easily 


be displayed on the internet and all pertinent data 
could be made public, including all assessment data 
and conclusions for each and every property in 
Monterey. Bob and Stan were bold in their requests 
for funds, but it paid off in a grand way. By taking the 
long view and opting to develop the assessing 
mechanics, they enabled a quantum leap in 


governmental transparency. 


These three incidents from Bob’s past reveal the depth 
of his concern for the Town’s people and his 
determination to do a good job. We can all hope that 
his attitude and dedication to Monterey will become a 


standard to which others will aspire.

Report of the Conservation Commission 
for Fiscal Year 2011 


It is the work of the Monterey Conservation Commission to 
locally administer the Wetlands Protection Act (WPA — MGL 
Ch 131, S 40) which prohibits any filling, excavation or other 
alteration of the land surface, water levels, or vegetation in 
wetlands, regardless of ownership, without a permit from the 
local Conservation Commission. Additionally the Riverfront 
areas have been included as requiring protection under their 
own paragraph. The Conservation Commission also 
administers the local Scenic Mountain Act (SMA), in effect in 
Monterey since November 10, 2004. The SMA regulations can 
be found on the town website: www.montereyma.gov . 


The Conservation Commission heard 16 Requests for 
Determination of Applicability (RDA) under the Wetlands 
Protection Act (WPA), 3 Requests for Determination of 
Applicability under the Scenic Mountains Act (SMA), 3 
Notices of Intent (NOI or ANOJT) under the WPA and 2 Notice 
of Intent under the SMA. The Commission also reviewed 17 
potential projects to determine if they fell under the jurisdiction 
of the Commission prior to a building permit being issued. 


Fiscal Year 11 membership includes Chris Blair, Rick Andrus, 
Tim Lovett, David Dempsey, and Betty Pixley. 


We welcome questions anytime from citizens with concerns 
about the Wetlands Protection Act and/or the Scenic Mountain 
Act. The public should be aware that filings must be received 
with sufficient time to make legal advertisements required for 
public hearings. Please call our Secretary, Melissa Noe, at the 
Town Hall for submission deadlines. The board appreciates all 
those who have made filings and have sought to abide by the 
Town, State and Federal requirements regarding these areas.

The Cultural Council considered about 40 applications for 
Grants from the Massachusetts Cultural Program and 
awarded 20 Grants totaling almost $4000. These Grants 
provided funds to the recipients in support of scholarships for 
special education programs, arts and entertainment 
performances and other workshops in crafts, literacy and 
other cultural and educational activities. 


Grants were awarded to several Monterey applicants, 
including the Monterey Library, the Bidwell House, a poetry 
workshop with Deb Barnhardt and Julie Shapiro's Writing 
Workshop for Middle School students. 


In addition to the above, the Council provided funding for 
several other events, which were presented here in Monterey. 
These funds, made available through the generosity of the 
Town, included a Power Point lecture and discussion of 
edible mushrooms found in our area , a concert by Liz Quelar — 
and family of music based on the Poetry of Edna Saint 
Vincent Milay, an Open Studio Tour highlighting the work of 
Monterey artists and artisans (a Media Producer, painters, 
quilters, Pottery, silversmiths, furniture maker, basketry, 
llama farm), a Pastel Workshop (see Para 3), a presentation, 
lecture and nature hike with naturalist Rene Laubach 
featuring "Birds and Blooms" of the area ending, in a nature 
walk on Diane's Trail at Gould Farm. Also, in April, Bonner 
McAlester led a cold and damp hike on the excellent trail on 
Mount Hunger Road. These hearty souls enjoyed the day 
although the numbers were reduced by the weather, Bonner 
then volunteered to do the hike again the following Saturday, 
for those who wished for better conditions. Others joined in 
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on that day and again, a good time was had by all. Special 
thanks go to Bonner for her extra effort and generosity. 


In June, award winning pastel artist, teacher and lecturer, 
Gregory Maichack, presented a hands on pastel workshop. 
Each of the 20 or so participants, under Greg's direction, 
produced his/her own version of Georgia O'Keefes famous 
painting of a Calla Lily. Some impressive paintings emerged, 
to the delight of all, as many had ever attempted such a 
project before. Participants included several Gould Farm 
guests.

We used 7713 gallons of diesel fuel and 4664 
gallons of gasoline for the year, an increase over 
last year mainly due to the severe and length 
winter 


The Salt Shed was completed and used this 
winter. Savings in material were substantial and 
the ability to have enough material on hand for 
large storms was extremely beneficial. We used 
2360 tons of treated salt and 1454 tons of sand. 
The winter was endless, or so it seemed, with 
over 141” of snow for the year. The crew worked 
nights, most every weekend and most holidays 
with little time off. We hope it was just an 
unusual winter and not a sign of what’s to come. 
A new 2011 F550 was put into service this winter 
and was great addition to the fleet. It has new 
technology to reduce diesel exhaust and will 
reduce pollution. 


Engineering work continues on Route 23 to 
qualify for TIP (Transportation Improvement 
Program) funding from the Federal Government 
for resurfacing and other improvements. A 
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$500,000 strap grant was announced in April for 
work to stabilize several of the worst sections of 
Route 23 until the resurfacing can be funded. 
Drainage work began in June of 2011.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 


FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 


In accordance with the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association guidelines for Town Finance Committees, the 
Monterey Finance Committee members Michael Storch, 
Stanley Ross, and Daniel Moriarty performed the required 
functions to prepare a fiscal budget for the town to approve 
at the annual town meeting. 


Preparation of the Budget 
In January the budget request forms were prepared and 


distributed to all the town departments and committees and 
asking that they determine there financial needs for 
upcoming fiscal year (July 2010 to June 2011). Each 
request form included the departments or committees 
previous years operating budget as well as there 
expenditures to date for the first six months of the current 
year. The completed forms were reviewed, and where we 
felt it necessary we met with a member of the subject 
committee to give us the background and other 
documentation to substantiate the requests. We also went 
back three years in the town’s expense reports to review 
each line item as to the budget request and the actual 
amount of funds used. We then submitted a pro-forma 
budget to the Select Board for discussion and approval. 
During the Budgeting process we interviewed companies 
vying for insurance contracts with the town, after reviewing 
both proposals and benefits to town employees we 
proposed to the select board that we renew our current 
contract with MIAA. 

Due to the overall economic climate we recommended that 
town employees maintain there current compensation 
package. 

The finance committee reviewed the road repair proposals 
and worked with the Highway Dept. and Select Board in 
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making the fiscal decisions that resulted in a smooth road 
repair project 

Capital expenditures are reviewed by both Department 
heads and Finance Committee members yearly to evaluate 
if we should hold until a later date, or take advantage of 
lower interest rates available. 


Reserve Fund Transfers 

Reserve fund transfers are a responsibility of the Finance 
Committee. Each transfer request was carefully evaluated 
to be certain that it met the fiscal requirement that was not 
foreseen at the time of budget preparation and was not 
expected to be of a recurring nature. 

Every year the Finance Committee reviews transfers and 
acts as the towns fiscal watch dog. 


Informational Meeting 
The Finance Committee held an informational meeting for 


the town prior to annual Town Meeting. The purpose of 
this meeting is to inform the citizens of the town about the 
budget to be presented at town meeting and afford them the 
opportunity to review and discuss any all line items that 
may be controversial or ambiguous and thereby reduce time 
consuming questions about these line items at the actual 
Town Meeting.

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LIBRARY TRUSTEE’S REPORT 


REPORT OF THE MONTEREY LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
JULY 1, 2010-JUNE 30, 2011 


The Monterey Library, with continual support from its 
community, continues to provide growth and innovation. 


The current collection which consists of books and audio and 
visual materials increased to 19,502 items. In addition we 
provide 24 subscriptions to various periodicals and 
magazines and passes to 9 museums and state parks in the 
region. Eight hundred and eight patrons were served and 
nineteen thousand, five hundred and two items were 
circulated. Saturday remains the busiest day of the week for 
the library. Additional hours have been added on Friday late 
afternoon, Wednesday afternoon and Saturday morning. 


The operating budget for FY10 was $48,399 of which 
$4913.91, was spent on maintenance. State Aid contributed 
$1626.45. The increase in maintenance was largely due to the 
refurbishing and cleaning of the Knox wing. As always the 
summer programming was well attended by both summer 
and year round residents. The summer reading program 
attracted many youngsters. The library continues to sponsor 
an adult reading group as well as a writing program for 
children. The annual book sale has become a project of the 
Friends of the Monterey Library which also conducts a year 
round book sale on the premises. The youth book discussion 
group led by Franny Huberman continues to grow throughout 
the year and has now split into two groups. Monterey 
Kindergarten visits the Library on a weekly basis. 


The newly painted and carpeted Knox wing has become a 
venue for local artists, lectures and meetings. Plans are 
underway for movie and game nights to be held there. 


Our Librarian Mark Makuc has continued to take courses 
offered by the Massachusetts Library System. Mark and his 
staff: Esther Hefferman, Rosemary McAlister, and Franny 
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Huberman are in large part responsible for our continued 
growth. 


The Board of Library Trustees would like to recognize and 
thank the many volunteers who enhance the service the 
library provides to the community.

Bylaw revision 


Telecommunications Bylaw revision 

In 2010 the Planning Board met with representatives 
Tom Matusko and Brian Domina from the Berkshire 
County Regional Planning Commission (BRPC) to 
discuss the District Local Technical Assistant grant 
awarded to the Monterey Planning Board, and how 
that would help the board with the revision of the 
telecommunications bylaw. The Planning Board told 
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BRPC that there needed to be more viable choices for 
cell towers in Monterey since the board was informed 
that the current wireless telecommunications overlay 
district, Mt. Wilcox, was not a viable location from a 
technical standpoint. Mt. Wilcox is too far from the 
population that would served by the cell phone 
service, namely more densely populated areas along 
the Rte. 23 and Rte. 57 corridors. The Board worked 
with Brian Domina from BRPC to study the current 
bylaw and also study bylaws from other 
municipalities to help understand the various aspects 
of the industry and the federal laws governing the 
permitting and installation of cell towers. 


The board spent many months studying, discussing 
and reviewing cell tower bylaws with particular 
attention to the issue of siting and overlay districts. 
We discussed choosing individual sites for cell towers 
and also discussed a town-wide overlay district. 
Ultimately, the Planning Board decided to choose the 
town-wide overlay district since we had no 
engineering expertise to choose viable sites, and we 
would have to request permission from individual 
landowners prior to including the site in a bylaw. The 
board attempted to get AT&T to do a radio 
engineering study for free but was turned down. 


In October of 2010 The Planning Board met with 
representatives of Florida Tower Partners and AT&T. 
Florida Tower partners was interested in constructing 
a cell tower at 31 Main Rd. on the property of Eugene 
Bonus, and AT&T was interested in constructing a 
cell tower on the property of the New England 
Keswick on Chestnut Hill Rd. The abutting 
landowner to the Keswick property, Jeff Purvis, met 
with the board several times to express his opposition 
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to the project. In meeting with representatives from 
the telecommunications industry the Planning Board 
was able to further educate itself about the 
requirements of siting a cell tower. 


Planning Board member Larry Klein took the lead for 
the board and worked on the first draft of the 
telecommunications bylaw. He studied our current 
bylaw and he and he studies bylaws from other 
municipalities. Brian Domina, from BCRP, also 
created a first draft. Klein turned his draft over to 
Domina, and Brian combined aspects of both for our 
initial working document. The board discussed all 
aspects of the bylaw with particular regard to co- 
location on towers, setbacks, design of access roads, 
compound size, type of tower (monopole or lattice 
structure), and the general effect of a tower on both 
the neighborhood and region. 


Beginning in November 2010 the Planning Board 
meetings were attended by citizens opposed to 
permitting cell towers in Monterey in general. 
However after a few weeks they amended their 
proposal to instituting 1500’ setback for cell towers 
from residences. Members of the group believed that 
cell towers pose serious health risks for the general 
population, children in particular, and that towers 
should be as far from residences as possible. Planning 
Board chair Maggie Leonard studied the Assessors 
maps and determined that the 1500’ setback would be 
overly restrictive. Leonard also read the literature that 
the group provided that detailed the health risks of 
cell towers, and investigated online as well. In the end 
the Planning Board relied on government safety 
studies and studies from peer-reviewed medical 
journals, as well as articles and editorials from the 
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New York Times, to decide that the health risks from 
the towers were minimal. 


In December the Planning Board began planning the 
public outreach program to inform voters about the 
telecommunications bylaw revision, and to encourage 
them to attend a public hearing. An article was placed 
in the Monterey News, and official meeting notices 
were posted in the Berkshire Record and The 
Monterey News for a public hearing that was held on 
Tuesday January 25, 2011. 


The public hearing was well attended and filled the 
meeting room of the Town Hall. Both citizens in 
favor and those opposed to cell towers were able to 
voice their opinions and concerns. The group most 
opposed to the cell towers, Sandra Chianfoni, Nancy 
Marcus, Kate Ryan, Laura Catullo, and, occasionally, 
Jeff Purvis, attended many meetings to oppose the 
bylaw revisions. They presented the Planning Board 
with armloads of literature and engaged in a 
campaign to change almost every aspect of the bylaw. 
The Planning Board listened respectfully to their 
concerns and opinions, but maintained their original 
stance to provide a great number of locations for 
siting cell towers. 


For the remaining months prior to town meeting the 
board occupied itself with reviewing the 
telecommunications bylaw revisions; educating 
themselves on every aspect of the both the bylaw and 
the telecommunications industry and preparing for the 
public information meeting and the annual town 
meeting. At the annual town meeting there was 
varied a spirited public discussion. Planning Board 
chair Leonard made a report to the town regarding the 
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bylaw revisions. The telecommunications bylaw 
revisions were voted on favorably and passed at the 
2011 annual town meeting. 


Bylaw revision 2011 


In June 2011 the board began work on overhauling 
the entire Zoning Bylaws. At the annual town meeting 
ZBA member Bob Lazzarini secured funding for the 
Planning Board to hire expert consultant Mark 
Bobrowski to rewrite the zoning bylaws to clarify 
intention, consolidate various documents of the 
zoning bylaws, and make the zoning bylaws more 
user-friendly.

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SELECT BOARD REPORT 


Select Board report for FY2011 


This Select Board report covers the Select Board meetings from May 10, 2010 through the annual town 
meeting held on May 2, 2011. Select Board members included Jonathan Sylbert, Scott Jenssen and 
Wayne Burkhart. Following is a summary taken from the Select Board minutes: 


Wilson McLaughlin property: The lease between the Town and the Friends of Wilson 
McLaughlin House (F WMH) was renewed with some minor amendments. 


o Several meetings were held with the FWMH, the Board and Director of Operations on 
where the new driveway should be. 


Highway Department: 


o Construction of the salt shed was completed. 
o A“Winter Road and Town Property Policy” was approved. 
o The Board accepted a Strap Grant to help with repairs to sections of RT 23. 


o Asnow emergency was declared in March which allows the town to continue to spend 
money on snow removal, materials, etc after the budgeted amount has been spent. 


Verizon: Several hearings were held with Verizon stemming from their requests to place new 
poles. The hearings centered on the inadequate service received by residents of Monterey. These 
hearings resulted in a complaint being filed against Verizon demanding equal & adequate service. 
In January, as a result of an investigation by the MA Dept. of Telecommunications & Cable 
(DTC), Attorney General, Martha Coakley reached an agreement with Verizon Massachusetts 
requiring the company to make significant improvements to its infrastructure and landline 
network in Western Massachusetts. 


Monterey School: Several meetings were held with Dr. Michael Singleton and Herb Abelow, 
Chair of the School committee on the Monterey School building/program. Both Dr. Singleton 
and Mr. Abelow were recommending closing the Monterey School due to its physical condition 
and low enrollment. The Board decided to investigate other suitable classroom options in 


Monterey which included but were not limited to mobile classrooms, current vacant buildings and — 


constructing a new building. Over the year the Board held several Executive Sessions to discuss 
options to present to Dr. Singleton and Mr. Abelow. In August the Board told the administration 
that they couldn’t find any other municipal buildings suitable for a school, but recommended that 
the administration consider a long term lease of a building in the center of town. 


Wired West: In March the Board held a special town meeting to see if the Town would authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to establish and maintain, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
164 of the General Laws and in accordance with the rules, regulations and orders of the 
Department of Public Utilities and the Department of Telecommunications and Cable, a 
municipal lighting plant for all purposes allowable under the laws of the Commonwealth, 
including without limitation the operation of a telecommunications system and any related 
services, or to take any other action relative thereto. The Town approved. 


Proposed Dog Park: 


Oo Proponents of the proposed dog park, Charles Ferris and Dennis Downing received 


approval from the Board to request a special permit from the ZBA to allow a dog park on — 
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the WMH property since the current permit only allowed a Community Center and 
Community Garden and that no other municipal uses were allowed without an additional 
special permit. This request was not heard by the Zoning Board of Appeals as they 
declared that the request did not fall under their jurisdiction. Several abutters attended 
the Select Board meeting after this, upset that they were not given the opportunity to 
make their objections to the dog park heard. 


o The Parks Commission confirmed that should a dog park be opened on the WMH 
property they do not want any part of managing or maintaining it as was previously 
suggested. 


o The Board then requested that the ZBA amend special permit #10-01 to allow a proposed 
dog park to be constructed at 9 New Marlboro Rd, and/or to remove the condition that 
“no other municipal use is approved”. The ZBA unanimously denied this application and 
the Select Board unanimously agreed that they would not appeal the ZBA’s decision. 


o Charles Ferris then filed an action at the Berkshire Superior Court as part of an ad-hoc 
dog park committee seeking to annul the decision of the ZBA made in March.

159: Stanley Ross of the Finance Committee proposed that the 5 full time non- 
supervisory be given a 2% cost of living increase. He offered an amendment to line 
item 159, interdepartmental secretary to increase the amount to $42,023 The motion 
was seconded and discussion centered around the cost of living and everyone is feeling 
the effects of the economy, therefore everyone should get a raise or no one. The 
question was called on ending the discussion, needing a 2/3 majority, it passed by 
67yes and 10 in the negative. The next vote was on the amendment to raise the 
amount on line 159. The vote failed by a vote of 30 yes and 38 in the negative. 


210: Police Chief's wages. What appeared to be a large increase in the salary of the 
police chief was explained by the fact that Chief Backhaus was now doing the job of the 
dog officer and therefore the salary that was separated out for an animal control/dog 
officer was now going to him. The line item has been kept open and can revert back to 
another party should someone be hired for the position. In the meanwhile the police are 
the best equipped to handle the job. 210 was withdrawn by Stanley Ross who put on 
the original hold. 
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222: The question was raised as to why the fire department was asking for 
compensation. They were under the impression that the department was a volunteer 
department.

The Town voted to disapprove the debt authorization of the Southern 
Berkshire Regional School District Committee authorizing the district to borrow up to 
$3,000,000.00 for the purpose of paying the cost of remodeling and making 
extraordinary repairs to various school buildings of the District, and to pay the costs of 
purchasing various items of capital equipment, including without limitation, the purchase 
of equipment needed for general technology upgrades and building improvements and 
upgrades, and for the payment of costs incidental and related thereto.

Chief Tryon explained that the Department had received no such 
notification of that kind of funding, but he is willing to look into it. Meanwhile there is a 
deadline of 2012, when all current radios will stop working.

Barbara Swann made a motion which was seconded to change the 
wording from “revise” to “recommend revisions to” that passed by voice vote 
unanimously. Maryellen Brown asked if it was all bylaws or just zoning bylaws. Much 
discussion followed. Maryellen thought that when the consultant was asked to give a 
price for working on zoning bylaws that he most likely quoted a price to reflect only the 
zoning laws. Maggie Leonard of the Planning Board felt that it was vague and adding 
the word “zoning” would more clearly define the article. She made a motion to add the 
word “zoning” to the article’s wording. This motion was seconded and passed by voice 
vote.

Personal Wireless Service Facilities, Towers and Repeaters, the text of the bylaw (17 
pages) being available through the Town Clerk’s office. The Chairman of the Planning 
Board, Maggie Leonard read the Planning Board’s report as required by law. 


_ The highlights of the report were: By Federal mandate, the Telecommunications Act of 
1996 allows for cell towers. Whether this bylaw passes or not, there will be cell towers 
here. We can maintain some control by creating this bylaw. A town wide overlay 

‘district was the choice of the Planning Board because it complies with mandates, 
embraces technology, but gives us some control to maintain the integrity of the Town. 

The biggest change will be going from a very confined area on top of Mt Wilcox to an 
overlay of the whole town. Some points of the report were; a better chance of serving 
the community. The topography makes it difficult to site a cell tower just anywhere due 
te poor reception. Sheffield, Alford and New Marlborough all have town wide overlays, 
and no proliferation of towers. Great Barrington has a sight specific district. The 
drawback to that type of district is that if the company says an allowed sight does not 
meet their requirements, they can move to anyplace that will. Then there is no control. 
The Town has multiple restrictions in place, such as the Zoning Board of Appeals 
process, setbacks, not within specific distances of wetlands, riparian zones, vernal 
pools, rivers and perennial streams. Telecommunications Act states a wireless carrier 
cannot be set within a specific distance of an existing tower if there is room on the 

existing one to share. The distance of 3x the minimum height is the distance that 

towers must be set back from schools and playgrounds, and 600’ setback from 
residential structures. 


| 
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In regards to the health issues that people have, there is no substantiated evidence that 
cell towers truly have been proven to cause certain health issues. 


19 people voiced their concerns regarding esthetic and health and safety issues. One 
amendment was made and seconded that greatly increased the set-back distances. 
After much discussion the question was called. Needing a 2/3" majority the 
amendment failed. The count was

There was a move and second to call the question. A 2/3 vote was required. The vote — 
to pass Article 32 passed.

Tree removal 


The remainder of invoice from John Field Tree Service 
for trees removed in FY2010. Trees on Corashire, New 
Marlborough, and Fairview Rd.

Several trees were reported down by Maynard Forbes 
in September, one on Main Road east of town and on 
Beartown Rd. They were both hung up on other trees so 
they required a professional tree crew to clean them up. 
There was also a request by Genovesi at #216 Main Rd 
for two dead/dying trees to come down. One was a tall 
fir tree behind the guard rail and the other a huge maple 
hanging over their parking area. The maple | decided 
was on their property but the fir tree was a town tree. 
Also, on the corner after the flats past Curtis Road 
heading to town a dead elm tree was leaning over the 
road. These four trees were taken down and cleaned up 
by Barrett Tree Service on September 23, 2010.

Request by building contractor on behalf of owner to 
take down two large dead locust trees on Bidwell Road.

BERKSHIRE VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 
MONTEREY 
2012 ANNUAL REPORT 


As part of the Berkshire Health System network, Berkshire Visiting Nurse Association provides comprehensive, 
multidisciplinary healthcare to individuals and families in the community. Community public health services are Disease 
Surveillance and Investigation, Active TB Disease Management, Disease Screening and Immunizations, and Health 
Promotion. A description of services follows: 


Disease surveillance and investigation of reportable and communicable diseases involves the receipt and processing of 
reports for specific diseases and implementation of appropriate follow-up measures. This is accomplished with the use of 
MAVEN. The Massachusetts Virtual Epidemiologic Network known as MAVEN is part of the Electronic Disease 
Surveillance System. There were 14diseases investigated. The diseases were campylobacteriosis, Lyme disease and 
Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever. 


Active TB disease management is following all cases of active disease in accordance with MDPH requirements and MA 
regulations. This includes contact investigation, skin testing, multiple months of case management and direct observation 
therapy. There were no cases of active TB. 


Disease screening and immunizations for individual and community disease prevention are provided as necessary. An 
established distribution station is maintained in accordance with MDPH requirements for the management of state 
supplied vaccine. A town clinic for seasonal influenza and pneumococcal vaccine is offered to persons meeting the 
criteria. Opportunity for those who are unable to come to the town clinic is made available at subsequent health 
promotion clinics. A total of 29 seasonal influenza shots were administered. 


Health promotion provides accessible monitoring of health risks to the community. Also provided are health education, 
health promotion and screening in accordance with acceptable standards of care. A health promotion clinic is held 
regularly at the Monterey town offices. There were 21 visits made to this clinic. Blood sugar testing is offered regularly 
to those with diabetes and annually for all clinic participants. Health education presentations this year included stress 
relievers, stroke information, summer hazards, nutrition, and sugar content of common beverages; mosquito-borne 
illnesses and taking care of self. Printed resource material was offered to participants for future reference on each subject. 
Women’s Imaging came to a health promotion clinic to facilitate access for mammograms by providing appointments. 


The Board of Health Coordinator, Cindy Croce, RN, collaborates with the Council on Aging to provide coordination of 
services for residents. As a member of the community health care continuum of Berkshire Health Systems, collaboration 
with and referrals to other health care professionals are readily made.

The Board of Health dealt with a variety of issues throughout FY2012. Input was 
solicited regarding various Special Permits submitted to the Town including the installa- 
tion of two cell towers in Monterey. Several meetings were held between the Board, the 
town Health Agent, and the new owners of the General Store in an effort to facilitate the 
reopening of the store with the proper permits. Meetings were held with representatives 
of the camps in town regarding new ownership and the future use of the facilities as well 
as addressing repeated permit violations with one of the camps. Considerable discussion 
and time was devoted to the proposal submitted for the creation of a Town Nurse. The 
Board recruited the services of an outside consultant to determine the availability and uti- 
lization of current services available to town residents. The Board also met with directors 
of the Berkshire VNA, the town’s contracted VNA, to discuss health needs of the town 
residents and available resources. Work continues in this area. The Board also reviewed 
plans for several septic system upgrades, installations and repairs. Two hearings were 


scheduled relative to two separate substandard housing situations in town. The hearings 
were held in July and August of 2012.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


Report of the Conservation Commission for Fiscal Year 2012 


It is the work of the Monterey Conservation Commission to locally administer the Wet- 
lands Protection Act (WPA — MGL Ch 131, S 40) which prohibits any filling, excavation 
or other alteration of the land surface, water levels, or vegetation in wetlands, regardless _ 
of ownership, without a permit from the local Conservation Commission. Additionally 
the Riverfront areas have been included as requiring protection under their own para- 
graph. The Conservation Commission also administers the local Scenic Mountain Act 
(SMA), in effect in Monterey since November 10, 2004. The SMA regulations can be 
found on the town website: www.montereyma.gov . 


The Conservation Commission heard 20 Requests for Determination of Applicability 
(RDA) under the Wetlands Protection Act (WPA), 0 Requests for Determination of Ap- 
plicability under the Scenic Mountains Act (SMA), 4 Notices of Intent (NOI or ANOD) 
under the WPA and 2 Notices of Intent under the SMA. The Commission also reviewed 
11 potential projects to determine if they fell under the jurisdiction of the Commission 
prior to a building permit being issued. 


Fiscal Year 12 membership includes Chris Blair, Rick Andrus, Tim Lovett, David 
Dempsey, and Betty Pixley. 


We welcome questions anytime from citizens with concerns about the Wetlands Protec- 
tion Act and/or the Scenic Mountain Act. The public should be aware that filings must be 
received with sufficient time to make legal advertisements required for public hearings. 
Please call our Secretary, Melissa Noe, at the Town Hall for submission deadlines. The 
board appreciates all those who have made filings and have sought to abide by the Town, 
State and Federal requirements regarding these areas.

Monterey Cultural Council Annual Report 
July 1, 2011-June 30, 2012 


The Cultural Council considered 41 applications for grants from the Massachusetts Cul- 
tural Council Program and awarded 24 full and/or partial grants totaling $4221.00. The 
Grants provided funds to the recipients in support of scholoarships, internships, history 

lectures, children’s programs, field trips, science and arts enrichment , arts & entertain- 

ment performances as well as other cultural and educational activities. 


Grants were awarded to several Monterey applicants including Bidwell House for Town- 
ship Day, their docent internship program and the history lecture series. Grants were also 
awarded to the Greenagers who would be working on a preservation project on Land 
Trust property on Mt. Hunger Road as well as the Monterey Library for children’s sum- 
mer programs. Another grant was awarded to the Multicultural Bridge for a program at 
the Monterey School. Robin O’Herin was awarded a grant for a songwriting workshop in 
town. 


Other grants were awarded to venues outside of town but for the benefit of Monterey 
citizens. Flying Cloud Institute in New Marlboro was awarded funds for science and 
enrichment programs for youth. The New Marlboro Village Association was awarded 
funds for the Music & More Concert Series on the Green. Many funded grants involved 
teenagers from Monterey including Shakespeare and Co.’s Fall Festival, Sculpture Now, 
and Barrington Stage Co.’s, Kids Act. 


Outside of the MCC Grant Cycle, the Council provided funding for numerous events ii 
town. These were made possible by the generosity of the Town. A handcraft workshop 
by Mary Kate Jordan, children’s summer programs at the Library, Bidwell House Town- 
ship Day events, and a middle school writing workshop by Julie Shapiro. The Couneil 
also sponsored several events which included a Sunscreen Workshop for kids by Peggy 
Reeves, an informative lecture by resident historian Barbara Swann on the Diary of Hat 
riet Townsend, a Nature Hike by resident naturalist Bonner McAlister, an amazing COM 
cert at the Community Pot Luck by resident violinist/fiddler Eric Martin and funding for 
the upcoming traveling archival exhibit of Gould Farm’s first 100 years by Claudette Cal- 
lahan. The Council also funded and coordinated the 3rd Annual Monterey Makers Studio 
Tour which included over a dozen stops to studios, farms and food venues in Monterey. 


The Council works hard to present a wide variety of talents to the Town. It is part of Our 
mission to support interesting, educational and enjoyable cultural events that may or May 
not include some of Monterey’s own artists, craftspeople, writers, historians, musicians 
and other gifted individuals. We also work to bring talents from outside of town, to the 
town.

DEPARTMENT OF HIGHWAYS, BUILDINGS AND PROPERTIES 


July 2011 to June 2012 


We used 6481 gallons of diesel fuel and 4541 gallons of gasoline for the year, a decrease 
over last year mainly due to the easy winter. 


We tused 1322 tons of treated salt and 888 tons of sand this past winter due to unusually 


mild winter, a decrease of almost half. 


Engineering work continues on Route 23 to qualify for TIP(Transportation Improvement 
Program) funding from the Federal Government for resurfacing and other improvements. 
A 25% design hearing was held in November and hopefully, a date for paving can be set. 
A $500,000 strap grant was announced in April for work to stabilize several of the worst 
sections of Route 23 until the resurfacing can be funded. Drainage work continued in July 
and reclamation and repaving were completed in the fall. Shoulders were fortified with a 
dense graded crushed granite. 


Tropical storm Irene and Lee paid us a visit in August and early September cause serious 
damage to 17 roads and nearly taking out River Road. Repairs and improvements were 
made all through the fall and into the spring. 


A major snowstorm dropped 26” of snow on October 29 and 30th causing power outages 
and minor travel problems. A record for an October snowstorm, and was the largest storm 
of the winter. 


Work also began on the rebuilding of the paved section of Beartown Mtn Road, with a 
completion date of the fall of 2012.

FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 2011 - 2012 


In accordance with the Massachusetts Municipal Association guidelines for Town Fi- 
nance Committees, the Monterey Finance Committee members Michael Storch, Stanley 
Ross, and Daniel Moriarty performed the required functions to prepare a fiscal budget fe 
the town to approve at the annual town meeting. 


Preparation of the Budget 

In January the budget request forms were prepared and distributed to all the town depart 
ments and committees and asking that they determine there financial needs for upcomin; 
fiscal year (July 2011 to June 2012). Each request form included the departments or com 
mittees previous years operating budget as well as there expenditures to date for the first 
six months of the current year. The completed forms were reviewed, and where we felt i 
necessary we met with a member of the subject committee to give us the background an 
other documentation to substantiate their requests. We also went back three years in the 
town’s expense reports to review each line item as to the budget request and the actual 
amount of funds used. 

We then submitted a pro-forma budget to the Select Board for discussion and approval. 
During the Budgeting process we interviewed companies vying for insurance contracts 
with the town, after reviewing both proposals and benefits to town employees we pro- 
posed to the select board that we renew our current contract with MIAA. 

This past year as always, we worked closely with the Select Board to bring the town 
voters a salary and benefits package that would be acceptable to both employees and tax 
payers. 

The Finance committee has a strong presence at town meetings where we answer any an 
all questions regarding town finances. As a result we have follow up meetings with the 
select board to discuss suggestions made on the floor. 

This year the board initiated a salary committee to review and discuss salaries, benefits 
and establish overall job definitions and responsibilities for town employees. 

The finance committee reviewed the road repair proposals and worked with the High- 
way Dept. and Select Board in making the fiscal decisions that resulted in a smooth road 
repair project 

Capital expenditures are reviewed by both department heads and Finance Committee 
members yearly to evaluate if we should hold until a later date, or take advantage of cur 
rent interest rates available. 


Reserve Fund Transfers 

Reserve fund transfers are a responsibility of the Finance Committee. Each transfer 
request was carefully evaluated to be certain that it met the fiscal requirement that was 
not foreseen at the time of budget preparation and was not expected to be of a recurring 


nature. Every year the Finance Committee reviews transfers and acts as the towns fiscal 
watch dog.

At the 2011 Annual Town Meeting the town approved $11,000 for an overhaul of the 
Monterey Zoning Bylaws. Zoning Board of Appeals member Robert Lazzarini researcht 
and hired Mark Bobrowski, a lawyer, a professor and an expert consultant in land use 
law. Bobrowski helped several towns in our area with their zoning bylaw revisions. 
The Planning Board met with Bobrowski for the first time on June 23, 2011. The group 
discussed subjects that were unique to Monterey, and created a plan for a complete reor- 
ganization of the zoning bylaws. Board members stipulated that they wanted the zoning 
bylaws to be more user friendly and to be in compliance with state statutes, but that we 
did not want any new and controversial zoning bylaws introduced in the event that woul 
de-rail the entire revision process. 


Over the next five months the Planning Board worked with Bobrowski mainly reviewini 
his drafts and making recommendations and changes that would make the zoning bylaw 
more appropriate for Monterey. 

Bobrowski had some interesting and innovative ideas such as 

cluster-development, and wind and solar bylaws, that the board declined to include in th 
zoning bylaw revision. However the board agreed that it was valuable information and 
that it should be saved for the future. 


On November 15th the Planning Board held a Public Workshop Meeting that was largel! 
unattended. However the board used the meeting to review the current draft of the zonin 
bylaw revision and make a few changes. We also used that time to formulate a timeline 
for future meetings, a public hearing, and bringing the zoning bylaw revision to Towa 
Meeting in May.

2012. 


events were fortunate for us this year in the financing of town activities--school 
snses and winter road expenses. Monterey’s share of District School expenses varies 
to a state formula which is hard to predict from year to year. In March, as we were 
izing the town budget for the next fiscal year (FY ‘13), we were relieved to find that 
iterey’s share of school operating would increase only about 2%! At about the same 
, the snow season was winding down, and with the warm winter season we realized 
we would save about $30,000 in the “salt and overtime” budget for the year. This 
ng would also help our budget planning for the year.

lica Webb of Monterey has been working hard in the leadership of this innovative 

rt, and we hope it will overcome all of the obstacles to success. 

ddition we are now on the cusp of local cell (wireless) coverage for phone and limited 
tal service in the Town. The planning board has prepared an updated wireless com- 
lication bylaw which the town passed, and one tower has been built which will soon 
ide coverage in much of the town. 

Town has made some gains in the development of the bequested property from Edith 
son. The Friends of McLaughlin Wilson House organization has been working, with

a minimum of financial input from the Town, to create a viable community center base 
upon the historic house on the 29 acres of donated land. In spite of some leadership m 
givings, the Town has stayed committed to support this mostly-private effort to succees 
in a difficult financial environment. An improved driveway was installed in July, 2011 
and preparations were underway to start actual rehabilitation of the house itself. 

Town appointments for many appointed boards and town employees are made at the st 
of the Fiscal Year, mostly for the duration of the year, some for longer terms. 
Monterey was the fortunate recipient of a $500,000 (“STRAP”) grant from the State, t 
improve significant stretches of Rt 23. The grant secured and managed by Operations 
Manager Maynard Forbes, provided funds to improve drainage and to repave areas of t 
road in October, 2011, utilizing an engineering plan which the Town had paid for sever 
years earlier. 

A final significant issue for the year was the important discussion and planning, both or 
the Town level, and as a part of the South Berkshire Regional School District, concern- 
ing the future organization of school facilities for the District, including whether the ea 
primary school in Monterey would continue. Towards the end of the fiscal year (May, 
2001), a district committee including two members from Monterey was studying the be 
future for elementary programs and facilities for the District, and a local committee wa 
being formed to bring forward ideas for a local facility which would best reflect and pr 
mote the strong desire in the Town to continue an active school presence here. 


Thanks to all of the citizens who gave their sincere efforts and inputs to the Select Boar 
during the Town’s Fiscal Year 2012.

We used 6975 gallons of diesel fuel and 4437 gallons of gasoline for the year, a decrea 
over last year mainly due to the easy winter. 


We used 2066 tons of treated salt and 1808 tons of sand this past winter. The snowstorm 
February 8th and 9th of 2013 dropped 27” of snow on Monterey. Our roads were kept ops 
and clear for the whole storm, thanks to the hard working Highway Department crew ai 
being eligible for Disaster Aid, Monterey received more than $12,000 for snow removal. 


Engineering work continues on Route 23 to qualify for, rebuilding/resurfacing through # 
TIP (Transportation Improvement Program) funding from the Federal Government. 100 
plans should be completed by summer of 2013 and can hopefully be funded for the sprit 
of 2014. 


The paved section of Beartown Mountain Road was rebuilt, paved and a new arch at fl 
Lake Garfield Dam outlet was installed. With improved drainage and an improved ro: 
base it should last for many years. The next capital project is rebuilding of New Marlbo 
ough Road from Wellman to the bridge. Work will begin in the summer of 2013.

The Monterey Library, with continued support from its community, continues to provid 
growth and innovation. The mission of the Monterey Library is to be a gathering place tha 
supports lifelong learning. The library seeks to respond to the community’s information 
al, educational, cultural and recreational needs by providing print and nonprint materials 
technological resources and programming for children and adults. The Monterey Librarn 
endeavors to be responsive to the changing needs of the community in a friendly and pro 
fessional manner 


The current collection which consists of books and audio and visual materials increases 
to over 23,042 items. Through our association with CWMARS, almost 10,000 E-Book: 
are available. We provide 25 subscriptions to various periodicals and magazines and fret 
admission passes to 8 museums and state parks in Berkshire County. Computers, and on 
laptop, are available for patrons use. Many patrons access the available Wi-Fi when th 
library is not open by using the chairs and bench on the lawn of the library. The Halloweet 
program and Easter Egg Hunt, co-sponsored with the Cultural Council and the Coffi 
Club, have increased community visibility and brought in new, young patrons. Book Club 
for adults, young adults and children remain active. Saturday remains the busiest day of th 
week for the library reflecting the use by many of Monterey second home owners. Lib 
hours have been extended and we are now open every day but Sunday. Circulation of mate 
rial was less then last years which may be due to all the difficulties presented by the ne 
Evergreen system of the Massachusetts Library System 


The operating budget for FY12 was $52,500, of which $5,204.14 was spent on mainte 
nance. State Aid contributed $1,553.16. Six Saturdays in the summer offered programmin 
for the community and attracted 172 attendees. The summer reading program attracted 3 
children and young adults. The annual book sale has become a project of the Friends 0 
the Monterey Library which also conducts a year round book sale on the premises. Th 
Monterey Kindergarten visits the Library on a weekly basis. A workshop for E-readers W 
held in which the ease of accessing of E-books was demonstrated. 


The Knox wing has become a venue for local artists, lectures and meetings. Kudos to Juli 
Shapiro and the Friends of the Library for this popular endeavor. The Knox wing has als 
hosted yoga, sewing activities during the day and game nights for the community. Li 
events are now posted on the town Web site. . 


The Long Range Planning Committee continues to meet. The plan for fiscal year 201 
2018 has been completed and sent to the State which is the first step in acquiring funds fo 
expansion and modernization.

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WILSON McLAUGHLIN HOUSE COMMITTEE REPORT 


Wilson McLaughlin House Committee Town Report - 7/1/12 — 6/30/13 


n July, the Friends of Wilson McLaughlin House, Inc. launched a Capital Campaign 
o raise funds for the next renovation project at the Wilson McLaughlin House, site of 
he planned Monterey Community Center. Letters were sent to property owners and the 
esponse was gratifying. The Turkey Bush Foundation started the campaign off with a 
55,000 matching grant and during August and September, $20,000 was raised. In addition, 
ommittee members raised $500.00 from the sale of Monterey town flags (the flags having 
een donated to the committee by the town). 


Throughout the fall and winter, the committee reviewed the logistics of the various renova- 
ion projects needed at the house. First and foremost, the lead paint, inside and out, needed 
0 be removed. Should the clapboards, contaminated with old lead paint, be scraped or 
eplaced? The committee estimated de-leading would cost approximately $35,000. The 
ommittee also brainstormed about fundraising events to help offset future renovations. 


Sapital Campaign contributions continued to come in during the winter months. Bid pro- 
osals for the de-leading job went out in March and Baystate Contracting Services, the 
ame company that had removed other hazardous waste from the house, was awarded the 
ob. De-leading, inside and out, was completed at the end of April and cost $35, 800. 
Vioney ($10,000) appropriated by the town and monies from the Capital Campaign cov- 
red the costs. 


fhe Community garden continues to be a great success. The Memorial Day plant sale, plot 
ees and private donations offset garden expenses. Peter Heller assumed the role of garden 
reasurer and all other gardeners pitch in with various other responsibilities. 


n June, the committee celebrated the artistic life of Edith Wilson by exhibiting a number 
f her paintings at the Knox Gallery in the Monterey Library. The well -attended opening 
eception provided an opportunity for committee members and others to express apprecia- 
ion for Edith’s many contributions to the town. 


\t the town meeting this past May, the townspeople generously voted to appropriate 
45,000.00 to support future renovations of the planned community center. This sub- 
tantial monetary boost insures that the next construction phase can begin- repairing and 
trengthening the foundation of the house and replacing the joists and subfloor on the main 
loor. 
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The committee regrets the loss of longtime committee member Lew Scheffey, who died in 
December. Those of us who had the pleasure of working with Lew on this committee ap- 
preciated his wisdom and enthusiasm. Lew’s generous financial contributions to the com- 
mittee’s non-profit FWMH helped launch and support initial architectural plans and work 
on the Wilson McLaughlin house. Another valued committee member, Shaylan Burkhart, 
resigned when he and his family moved to Nova Scotia in August. Two new committee 
members have come onboard — Cara Carroll and Michael Banner — and we welcome their 
fresh ideas and energy.

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WIRED WEST MLP REPORT 


Vired West Annual Report for July 1, 2012 to June 30, 2013. 


\ugust of 2013 was the WiredWest Communications Cooperative Corporation’s second 
nniversary. During the preceding year, WiredWest activities on behalf of town Municipal 
ighting Plant (MLP) departments, including the Monterey MLP, included the following: 


¢ Completion of a GIS map database of all utility poles (over 70,000), roads and 
structures 


¢ High-level engineering and cost estimates for building the last-mile network 


¢ Development of a comprehensive and dynamic pro forma financial model for 
construction and operation of the last-mile network ; 


Research and evaluation of potential financing strategies; 


Study of the regional economic impact of deploying the last mile 
¢ Development of printed materials 
¢ Ongoing outreach to our delegates, town officials, residents, volunteers and media; 


¢ Implementation of a pledge campaign to document demand for 
WiredWest services 


e Designation as an Internet Service Provider (ISP) to serve customers with high-end 
bandwidth needs from the Mass Broadband Institute’s (MBI) middle-mile network 


Revised bylaws and developed privacy and confidentiality policies. 


Advocacy with state and federal officials on broadband issues affecting our mem- 
ber towns. 


fost of these tasks were undertaken to position WiredWest to seek financing for its pro- 
osed fiber-to-the-premises network. 


he economic impact study confirmed the substantial benefit of the proposed WiredWest 
etwork to the region. This network could retain up to $75 million per year in telecom- 
\unications services revenues, including $50 million in revenues for service that is 
urrently paid to service providers and leaves the area each year. The network also has the 
otential to enable the growth of existing and new businesses, and create local jobs—from 
1e network itself, from expanded business hiring, and from increased household spend- 
1g. It will increase the revenue of local businesses, and create an estimated additional 

1.8 million in tax revenues for local and state governments. This information strengthens 
ur case with policy makers and potential funding sources. 
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In March of 2013, there was good news relating to financing a last mile network in un- 
derserved towns. The Governor filed a state IT bond bill that includes $40 million to go 
towards last mile broadband infrastructure. The bill is currently working its way through 
the legislature. If successful, The Massachusetts Broadband Institute (MBI) will oversee 
the administration of those funds, and in anticipation of that, they are working on a detailed 
plan for the project, including a buildout timeline. MBI and WiredWest have met to discuss 
how each organization’s strengths could be leveraged in a last-mile network partnership, 
including raising the additional funds needed to complete a regional fiber network in west- 
ern Massachusetts towns unserved or underserved by broadband.
